FORGING GREECE
10 DEFINE POLICY

Opinion of Allied Diplomats that the
Ambiguons Position Should Not
Be Permitted to Continue,

TALK OF TRADE WITH ENGLAND

LONDON, Oct. 11.—Tha entente
powers are bringing all possible pres-
sure to bear on Greece in order to
elicit an unequivocal definition of iis
policy toward the other Balkan states
and ths European belligersnts, They
have intimated clearly that om aec-
count of the geographical position of
Oreece and Its treaty obligations to
Serbia, its announced policy of neu-
trality will be difficult, if not impos-
sible to maintaln,

It has become a questién In the opla-
fon of the allled diplomats of not per-
mitting Oreece to continua what Is Jon-
aldered an ambiguous polloy until thelr
opponents in the war are unable to util-
ims the neutral position of Greeoce to thalr
own advantage.

‘““The war rolls on and any definite sot-
tlement seomns as far aAway as ever, But
we should worry, for 1 expect to get to
England soon, and believe me that be-
tween Turkish baths, autos, theaterg and
real beds, I shall have some time.

“Our battery has had no resl fighting
for soma tme, but we Kkeap life from
being too monotonous by lotting loose a
bit momings or eveningm, For the last
few days the Gormans have Leen throw-
ing over quite a fow shells, Howaver,
thay don't worry us much, oxcept that
they cooasionally disturdb ug while we are
cooking meals, making it more expedient
for us to postpone our meal until they
finlah thelr date.

“wo are getting the trenches fixed up
o comfortable that we should about as
soon be In them as out. The last Lime:
we weore In, the Germans blew In thel
parapet in front of our dugout. That
nlght we got even with them by turning,
the guns into their working party which
they had out fixing up their barb wire,

we weore out of the trenchos."
